The plea of accident, as a part

ilton stated.that it was immateria: 
'whether Motlow intended to shoot 
Conductor Pullis, or intended to|} 
shoot the porter, The jury was 
teld that it must consider the ele- 
ments of premeditation, delibera- 
tion and malice aforethought, 
| degree of provocation 
ment of self-defense, 
| basis must make one of four find- 
'ings—conviction for first-degrce 
murder, with the death penalty or 
|iife imprisonment; convictiun for 
| sccond-degree murder, with  im- 
| prisonment not less than 10 yeara: 
conviction for manslaughter, with 
penitentiary jail sentence or 
fine; acquittal. 

Court's Instructions. 

If the circumstances were such 
the killing of Wallis would 
constituted first-degree mur- 
ider, the jury was told, the killing | 
of Pullis in the attempt to kill 
Wallis is also first-degree murder. 
The same is true as to the lesser 
degrees. On the other hand, 
| defense is shown, to an extent 
which would have justified Motlow 
in shooting the porter, then the 
| shooting of the conductor, in firing 
at the porter, is not deserving of 
punishment. 

Judge Hamilton elaborated the 
legal definition of first-degree mur- 
der as the killing of. a human 
being willfully, deliberately, pre- 
meditatediy and with malice afore- 
thought. 

“Whilifully,”’ he said, “means in- 
tentionally, not accidentally. De- 
liberately means in a cool state of 
| blood; it does not mean brooded 
over or reflected upon for a week, 
i day, or an hour, but an intent to 
kill, executed by the defendant in 
a cool state of blood, and in fur- 
| therance of a formed design, to 
| gratify a feeling of revenge, or to 
potest some other unlawful 
purpose and not under the influ- 
ence of a violent passion, suddenly 
aroused by lawful or just 
cause or provocation. In such a 
state of mind, if the defendant 
formed the design to kill, and did 
| kill, Pullis, or formed the design 
| to kill Wallis, and did kill_Pullis, it

sion such as described, still if 
provocation did not produce 
passion or having produced such 
passion, there was sufficient time 
for the blood of the defendant to 
‘cool, and that it had so cooled be- 
fore the shooting. then the offense 
is not manslaughter. 

“Whether the provocation was or 
Fides not given by Wallis, you must 
|'determine from all the facts in evi- 
dence. If you find such provoca- 
ition was given, then you will de- 
termine whether such provocation 
produced the passion necessary to 
reduce the grade of the offense 
from murder to manslaughter; and 
if you find such provocation was 
given and such a passion was pro- 
yoked thereby, and that in the heat 
of such passion the shooting and 
wounding occurred, then (unless 
you acquit on the ‘ground of self 
defense) you should convict of 
manslaughter. 

“If you find that Wallis as- 
rsaulted the defendant, and if the 
defendant had reasonable ground 
to believe his life was in dangér, or 
that he was about to suffer great 
bodily harm, then the defendant 
had the lawful right to resist the 
attack of Wallis; and If it appeared 
reasonably necessary to the defense 
of his life or person, he had the 
right to use a pistol; and if, when 
‘the shot was fired, the porter was 
‘assaulting the defendant, and the 
| defendant fired in defense of his 
life or person, and that thereby 
Pullis was struck and killed, you 
will find the defendant not guilty.” 


Self-Defense Explained. 

The jury was told that “the 
right to defend one’s self from dan- 
ger not of his own seeking” was 
eonceded and guaranteed to all, 
'and that in exercising. such a right, 
/Motlow may have shot and killed 
| Pullis, and still not be guilty of 
crime. 

Before the speaking began, Judge 
Hamilton gave the jury a specia' 
admonition not to consider the fact, 
brought out hy the State in cross-

DEFENSE PUTS

Negro Tried to Seas Dis- 
tiller Off Train, Believ- 
ing Him ‘White Trash,”

The charge that the Loulsville & 
Nashville Railroad has attempted 
shield Lem Motlow, wealthy 
Tennessee distiller, at one time a 
large shipper, in his trial fur 
the murder of Clarence T. Puliis, 
Pullman conductor, was made by 
Rowland Johnston, Aasistant Cir- 
cult Attorney, in his argument be- 
fore the Motlow jury in Judge 
Hamilton's court today. 

“The L. & NN." Johnston de- 
clared, “has done al! it could to 
prove that this killing was not the 
fault of a passenger. but of some- 
one else.” He contrasted with this 
the attitude of the Pullman com- 
pany, employer of Pullis, saying 
that the Pullman company officials 
had been acting to have the law 
take its course. 

No request for the death penalty 
was made by Johnston, who asked 
only that Motlow be “placed be- 
hind prison bars.” The Court's in- 
structions to the jury, given before 
the speaking began, covered mur- 
der in the first degree, with hang- 
ing or life imprisonment, murder 
in the second degree, manslaugh- 
ter, and acquittal on the ground of 
self-defense. The state has indi-

cated hitherto that the death pen- 


alty would be asked. 

The case has been on trial since 
The shoot- 
ing occurred on an L. & N. train 
in the St. Louls yards the night of 
March 17 last, and Pullis died in 
Fast St. Louls. Motlow's story, 
carrying his mixed plea of self-de- 
fense and accident, was told to the 
jury Monday. 

Six Hours for Arguments. 

Johnston's address to the jury 
was the first of seven, for which 
a period of six hours has been al- 
lowed, three hours to a side. Be- 
tween Johnston's opening address 
for the State, and the closing ad- 
dress of Circult Attorney Sidener, 
five of the seven lawyers for the 
defense were scheduled. They were

Johnston's censure of witnesses 
in the employ of the L. & N. was 
the beginning of what soon became 
an attack, by the opposing sidex, 
on all material) witnesses in the 
case. 

Attacks Motlow’'s Story. 

In attacking Motlow's story of 
the killing, in which the blame was 
placed on Ed Wallis, negro porter, 
Johnston said: 

“Motlow admitted he hada few 
drinks of whisky out of teacups the 
night of the shooting. That evident- 
ly put him in his cups. Even the 


‘station gateman noticed he'd been 


drinking. Drink itself is not 
it to.
